THE ARREST OF J. S. CURTIS. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—A local paper 
Says that among the Americans who 
have been arrested in Johannesburg for 
alleged conspiracy against the Boer 
government is J. S. Curtis, described 
in dispatches received here from Lon- 
don as being a wealthy mining en- 
gineer. Further information. about the 
cause of his arrest has. been sought in 
vain by his many friends in this city. 
‘The prisoner is Joseph Storey. Curtis, 
‘a son of the late George Ticknor Cur- 
tis and a man of considerable import- 
ance in the mining circles of the world. 
His mother and sisters live in the Ken- 
sington apartment house and they, as 
well as his friends, are-amazed.at 
report of his arrest for being one of 
the leaders in the recent uprising in 
the Transvaal, as he has always been 
strongly opposed to the English 
schemes for securing control of the 
country, and has often mentioned the 
matter in letters written to friends in 
this city. His sympathies have always 
been with the government, although 
he went to Africa originally as an 
agent of an English company. 

For some months now Curtis has not 
written home, and his mother has been 
dependent entirely upon the newspaper 
reports for news of him. Although an 
American citizen, very little of Cur- 
tis’s life has been spent in this country. 
He traveled in Europe for many years 
and received his education in Germany. 
Hight years ago he was sent to South 
Africa as an. expert mining engineer 
by an English company to examine 
gold mines there. He has been there 
ever since. During his residence in the 
Transvaal he has accumulated a for- 
tune, and is now one of the wealthiest 
men there. Curtis is married, but has 
no children. 

CASE OF MENTAL STRABISMUS. 

"LONDON, Jan. 16.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Times, commenting 
upon the way the news. has been’

land, says: ‘‘Nothing has’ been more 
conspicuous and deplorable during the 
present crisis than the total want of 
common sense and even common fair- 
ness displayed by the German press, 
especially the government organs.

THE PRECIOUS INVESTMENT OF AN 
ENGLISHMAN. 


He Makes an Exchange of One 

Thousand Pounds Good Money 

for Several Pounds of iron 
Pyrites. - 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The story of the latest im- 
provement in the old gold-brick game 
comes from London and is_ told in 
Truth in its issue of January 2. It cost 
an Englishman $6000 and may have cost 
others as much. .Truth does not tell 
the name of the victim, but calls him 
Mr. Y. Some time after Y. died a let- 
ter was received in England addressed 
to him. It was dated San Francisco, 
and was signed “Spencer.” The letter 
was apparently written by some one 
who had been in correspondence with 
the man to whom it was addressed and 
it was the report of alleged. operations 
to get possession of a mysterious treas- 
ure about which Y. knew. The létter 
asks how Y. would advise having his 
share disposed of. > 

‘The letter reached Mr. X., executor 
of the estate of Y. After some corre- 
spondence between London and San 
Francisco, Spencer and his friend and 
X. met at New York. The first sample 
of treasure, apparently native gold in 
large nuggets, was produced. Two nug- 
gets, weighing sixty ounces each, were 
brought to Mr. X. at his hotel. He 
was invited to drill them and the dust 
drilled was collected. X. fused it himself 
into a lump and took it toa jeweler, who 
at once pronounced it pure gold. Hav- 
ing satisfied himself, X. met his friends 
again'and told them he was ready to 
complete the transaction. i 

After complimentiag him on the bus- 
inesslike way in which he had acted, 
they told him there was a great deal 
more of the stuff to be taken to Eng- 
land, and it would be necessary for him 
to make four journeys for the purpose, 
but he-could now start with the first 
two nuggets on the payment of the 
“thousand pounds.” Mr. X. expressed 
surprise at the mention of £1000, and 
his friends on their side were surprised 
at his surprise. The payment of £1000 
had been clearly agreed to in the cor- 
respondence with the deceased. At an 
earlier period, possibly, X. might have 
shied at the suggestion that he was to 
buy gold with gold, but having thor- 
oughly satisfied himself of the genuine- 
ness Of the treasure, it seemed to him 
foolishness to raise a difficulty over a 
mere matter of detail.

Morgan Cuts the Bond 
Brokers Bonds. 


The Syndicate Banks May Buy 
as I hey Please. 


A Couple of Very Remarkable 
Communications. 


There is No Doubt as to the Popular 
Loan Being Taken and Little 
Doubt that Gold Will Dis- 
appear as Usual. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The members 
of the government bond syndicate re- 
ceived in the mail this morning a cir- 
cular letter from J. P. Morgan & Co. 
releasing them from the combination 
to furnish their pro-rata of $100,000,000 
in gold, and a second $100,000,000 if de- 
sirable, taking payment in 4 per cent. 
government bonds. 

The reason given for the dissolution 
of the syndicate is that the syndicate 
contract called for a bid for “all or 
none,”’ and therefore Morgan was un- 
willing to make a bid under the present 
circumstances, as he might seem to pre- 
sent for consideration by the Secretary 
of: the Treasury the throwing out of 
smaller bids made in good faith under 
a public call. The only emergency, in 
Morgan’s judgment, which would just- 
ify such a course would be the failure 
of the. public to respond to the call of 
the government. It has been necessary 
cate up to the present, as every tinan- 
cial interest required the protection of- 
fered by the knowledge that the syndi- 
cate was in existence, prepared to make 
the loan a success under any circum- 
stances. 

“On the 23d of December,” Morgan 
says, “I was invited to Washington for 
a conference. During my visit there 
no negotiations for a loan were even 
suggested, nor was there then or since 
any agreement or request that I should 
take any steps preparatory. to making 
the contract. I came, however, to the 
conclusion that the President and Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would use every 
power at their command and maintain 
the gold reserve; that no steps would 
be taken until it was ascertained what 
Congress would do; that the executive 
department would prefer to secure 
$200,000,000 gold, and it was certain that 
no relief could be obtained from. Con- 
gress. 

“Upon my return, appreciating the 
gravity of the situation, and in order 
that I might be prepared to act 
promptly, I took steps to ascertain to 
what extent it would be possible to se- 
cure the coédperation of capitalists in 
forming a syndicate which would agree 
to: sell the United States government 
$200,000,000 gold coin. The contract 
prepared and signed by the partici- 
pants did not stipulate whether the 
purchase will be by private contract 
or public offer. : 

“The only provision in addition to the 
important one that no gold should be 
withdrawn from the treasury was that 
the- minimum amount of the contract 
should be $100,000,000, and the maximum 
not over $200,000,000. The applications 
far exceeded my expectations. At the 


$200,000,000 was exchanged, and I had 
full authority which would enable me, 
whenever and however the executive 
might decide to act, to secure that 
amount of gold for the treasury re- 
serve in exchange for United States 
bonds. The participants may be di- 
vided ae four classes: People of Eu- 
rope prepared to ship gold to this zide; 
institutions in the United States in pos- 
session of gold coin who. wanted bonds‘ 
either for investment or as a basis for 
national bank circulation; third, banks 
in svarious cities willing to exchange 
gold for bonds, expecting afterward to 
sell them on the market; fourth. insti- 
tutions and firms not having gold, but 
which would get it at whatever cost, 
provided the contract was put in force. 
Participants were about equally divided 
among the four classes. Having com- 
pleted the syndicate, I entered into ne- 
gotiations in Europe and places other 
than London, where the market was. 
closed to us, and through the Deutsche

“On January 4, realizing that the 
tension was growing agaiiy and had 
become serious, I addressed 2 letter 
to the President, calling his attention 
to the situation and representing that 
the most important step was the res- 
toration of government credit by re- 
plenishing the stock of gold. Details of 
what was proposed were given and as- 
surances offered that the utmost efforts 
would be made to procure for the treas- 
ury 11,500,000 ounces of gold.” 

The circular concludes: “I feel per- 
fectly satisfied that there is no ques- 
tion —A - the success of the loan.”

THE WASHINGTON PHASE OF IT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The an- 
nouncement that the bond syndicate 
had been dissolved was received here 
with some surprise, although among 
Officials conversant with the changed 
situation no other course has seemed 
open to Morgan and his associates. 
The reason given for the dissolution 
is accepted as the true one, since Mor- 
gan apd his friends are fully aware 
of the fact that the success of the loan 
by popular subscription is no longer 
@ matter of doubt. To hold the syn- 
dicate-banks to the terms of the con- 
tract, it is argued, would prevent any 
of them from participating in the 
loan except in the capacity of a syn- 
dicate, which under the changed con- 
ditions, almost certainly would result 
to their disadvantage. ! 

Mr. Morgan’s purpose, therefore, 
in releasing his associates, it is 
believed, is to give them an _ equal 
chance with the other banks and 
financial institutions to-secure what- 
ever part of the loan they may desire. 
The only criticism so far heard of 
Morgan’s public statement is that. his 
‘assertion that he “was invited to 
Washington for a conference” is 
misieading, as the natural inference 
President, or by his sanction, from 
some member of the Cabinet. This, it 
is said, is not the fact. When Morgan 
came to Washington the Prestdent de- 
clined to see him, nor, it is added, did 
he confer with any member of the 
Cabinet at the President's suggestion.

Senator Peffer Argues Against Bonds, 
The Pension Bill in the House.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Senator 
Mills’s speech on finance with fre- 
quent direct criticisms of the President 
and the Secretary of the Treasury was 
the main feature of today’s session. 
There was added interest in the speech 
from the fact that Senator Mills had 
been prominent in the Senate as the 
champion of the Presidential “ policy. 
His criticisms today were temperate 
and dignified, the Senator giving ex- 
pression to his high personal regard 
for the executive, although differing 
from him radically on the question of 
financial policy. 

Senator Peffer. followed with a 
speech against bonds and in favor of 
silver coinage. 

During the day Senator Pugh gave 
notice that on Monday next he would 
press to a vote, without debate, a 
resolution that all government obliga- 
tions should be paid in either silver or 
gold. 

Another day was consumed by the 

House in oratory upon the Pension Ap- 
propriation Bill, in the course of which 
the policy of the present administra- 
tion toward the veterans was scored 
by both Republicans and Democrats, 
ace defended by two or three Demo- 
crats. 
The most notable incident of the de- 
bate was the attack made by Mr. 
Grow of Pennsylvania upon what he 
termed the “extraordinary attempt by 
the President and his clerks to en- 
croach upon the prerogatives of the 
legislative branch of the government.” 
He denounced Secretary Carjisle. for 
sending a financial bill to Congress, and 
the action of the President in having 
read the famous letter to Mr. Catch- 
ings on the Wilson bill just before a 
yote on the hill, which. he said, was.

HIS FATHER BUTCHERED. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Mirsham Kzar- 
lian, a native of Armenia, now a stu-. 
dent in the Divinity School of the 
University of Chicago, has received 
word that his father has been mur- 
dered, his house burned and his family 
Scattered in the Turkish massacre of 
November 30 at Kaisarea. The fam- 
ily consisted of father, mother and 
Seven children, five of whom were at 
home at the time of the attack. The 
father was a druggist and the family 
lived in rooms above the store. 
Sarea was almost entirely destroyed 
on November 30 and Kzralian’s house 
went with the rest. Everything of 
value which could be carried away 
was stolen by the Turks and the torch 
was applied to the rest, house, fur; 
niture and all being utterly, consumed. 

After the Turks had departed those 
who had escaped the massacre re- 
turned to the scene. Among other 
bodies they found that of Kzralian 
in the street in front of his house.

REGULAR SESSION. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15..—SENATE— 
Senator Sherman secured the floor 
shortly after the session of the. Sen- 
ate began today, and presented an ad- 
verse report on the bill providing for 
citizens of the United tSates accepting 
titles, decorations, étc., from foreign 
nations. Senator Sherman said that 
there appeared to be no need for the 
proposed legislation. Consideration of 
the bill was indefineitely postponed. 
Senator Sherman reported favorably 
a joint resolution appropriating $55,000 
for the expenses of the commission ene 
gaged in fixing the boundary between 
Alaska and British America, along 
the line of the 14lst meridian of west 
longitude. There was some objection 
to immediate consideration, but on 
Senator Sherman’s statement that the

priation was given, the resolution was 


passed. 

Senator Mills of Texas took the 
floor in support of his resolution in- 
troduced yesterday concerning silver 
bonds, etc. He spoke extemporaneously 
and received close attention. He first 
drew attention to the long-continued 
antagonism to silver and the present 
locking-up of the accumulation of sil- 
ver in the treasury vaults, due, he said, 
to powerful influence in this country 
which claimed that the prerogative of 
issuing money should be given tq -cor- 
porations to expand and contract -as 
they pleased. The national-bank idea 


‘was not a Democratic idea, the Demo- 
cratic policy favoring the retention by 


the government and people of the 
money-making prerogative. Senator 
Mills showed the contractions and ex- 
pansions of circulation made by the 
banks, and said that this system was 
now to be perpetuated by further is- 
sues of bonds. 

“Let any party,” said Senator Mills, 
“dare to go before the country in the 
coming contest with a plain declara- 
tion favoring a bonded debt and a 
bank circulation, and when the cam- 
paign is over that party ll need the 
services of a first-class undertaker.”

The hundred-million 
issue a few days hence would be fo)- 
lowed by another hundred millions in a 
few months. The President’s language 
concerning finances sounded like the 
statements of Jay Cooke, when he ad- 
vocated national debts as national 
blessings.”’

SHE CANNOT COMPROMISE. 


VENEZUELA BOUND BY THE TERMS 
OF HER CONSTI'PUTION, 


Another Important Discovery in the 
Old Records—Salisbury’s Organ 
Will not Admit that Arbitration 
is Possible or Probable. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—New and 
important information on the Venezue- 
lan question having a direct bearing 
upon the possibilities of a settlement 
of the boundary dispute by the two 
interested governments without the 
assistance of any other powers and 
seemingly discounting the probability 
of such an ending to the controversy, 
was today pointed out by Mr. Heat- 
wole of Minnesota, a member of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

The British government, according to 
the most recent and apparently-in- 
spired utterances of its semi-official 
organs, has turned to the policy of 
bringing about a resumption of di- 
plomatic relations with the South 
American republic and then proceed to 
direct negotiations with the republic to 
determine the boundary, as the most 
feasible path by which it can emerge 
from its présent pusition without a 
practical retraction of Lord Salisbury’s 
refusal to arbitrate.

line were under way. 

In this correspondence Venezuela re- 
peatedly affirms that it is impossible 
for her to compromise the boundary 
claims by any treaty or convention 
because of the terms of her national 
constitution. 

ARBITRATION NOT LIKELY. ' 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says that it 
would seem from the Times’ leader on 
Venezuela that recent efforts toward 
arbitration have found much favor in 
Downing street. If there exists any in- 
dications in the English press of Lord 
Salisbury’s disposition in this matter, 
it is to be found in the columns of the 
Times, That paper has, from the he- 
ginning of the controversy, seemed to 


‘be inspired by the Premier. If, there- 


fore, is speaks by authority, any ma- 
terial results from arbitration seem as 
remote as passible. 

It is now settled that the territory 
really in dispute is that containing the 
gold-producing districts, which have 
attracted the immigration of English 
adventurers, These districts conceded,

THOSE FRUIT SALES. 


Rotten Condition of Affairs on South 
Water Street, Chicago. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRBE.). 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—California grow- 
ers are complaining about the unsatis- 
factory returns from fruit, especially 
oranges, sent to South Water street. 
The growers claim an unreasonable 
number of cars reported in bad condi- 
tion; that false reports of selling prices 
are made, and the owner is called on 
for expenses sometimes. exceeding the 
value of the consignments. There are 
commission men on South Water street 
who frankly admit that’ the -market 
does not give the grower the best end 
of the deal; but they also maintain that 
the present system is due entirely to 
high rents exacted by South Water- 


street property-owners. 
ts a fact too-well-known-to be de- 


nied,” said one of the most prominent 
commission men on the street yester- 
day, “that many commission houses do 
not give exact returns to shippers. The 
last two years have been especially try- 
ing to the street’s: honesty. In fact, 
the situation is such that apparent dis- 
honesty is not really dishonesty. 
While the commissions asked at present 
are lower than ever before, business is 
dull and competition for trade never 
before so sharp, rents are being ex- 
acted more rigorously than at any pre- 
vious time. | 

“Instead of a reduction commensu- 
rate with the scale of business, land- 
fords on South Water street are con- 
tinually putting on- the Jjackscrews. 
Rents are higher than they were in 
prosperous times. When questionable 
methods are used in some quarters of 
the trade, those who are earnestly anx- 
ious to be strictly honest have to fall 
in line in order to compete. 

“The complaint against the rents has 
become so serious that a mase-meeting 
of South Water-street commission men 
has been called for next Saturday. ‘A’ 
secret meeting was held yesterday, 
and representatives of nearly every 
prominent house in the street were 
present. A committee of twelve was 
appointed to devise plans for either 
moving off the street or securing a re- 
duction of rents. 
committeemen were kept secret.”

From-10° o’clock int the morning till 
late at night the convention was in al- 
most continual session, and when the 
day’s labor had@ been concluded, the 
largest convention of the kind ever 
assembled in California was more than 
satisfied with what had been accom- 
plished. As a@ result of this all-day sit- 
ting, it was unanimously decided to 
send a delegation to Washington at 
once to impress upon the Congress of 
the United! States the absolute need 
Fog appropriation for river and har- 
r improvement in Californi the 
delegation to hang on with unflinch- 
ing persistency until the desired end 
has been accomplished. In addition to 
this a strong and logical memorial 
was drafted to Congress, setting for- 
$ward the many reasons why California, 
‘ go long neglected in the river and har- 
bor appropriations, should not get 
some small share of the attention due 
her.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15.—The Cal- 
ifornia River Improvement Convention 
began sessions here today with a large 
representation from the northern and 
central counties of California. Prior to 
the meeting of. the convention the Ex- 
ecutive Committee had met in executive 
session and discussed the publication in 
a@ morning paper of the statement that 
Eugene J. Gregory, ex-Mayor of Sac- 
ramento and treasurer of the California 
River Knpfovement Association, was 
a defaulter and that a large shortage 
in the association’s funds had been 
discovered. 

Senator Cleaves of Shasta denied the 
interview in which he was quoted re-

THE DEPOSITIONS ADMITTED. 


A Point Gained by the California 
Railway Commission. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15.—The Cal- 
ifornia Railway Commission won 4 
point today in the injunction suit now 
pending in the United States Circuit 
Court, by which the Southern Pacific 
Company seeks to restrain the commis- 
sion from reducing. the freight rates of 
the railroad, Judge McKenna ruled that 
depositions and é@vidence taken - before 
the Congressional Commission in 1886-7 
when various officials of the Southern 
Pacific testified to the road’s cost and 
maintenance, may be admitted in the 
present proceeding. The depositions 
were objected to because the officials 
of the company made them in their pri- 
vate capacity as citizens and not as 
officers of the company. The court over- 
ruled this objection, however, holding 
that an inquiry of the Congressional 
Commissi6n took on a sufficiently offi- 
cial character to enable it to be re- 
ceived as evidence in the present pro- 
ceeding. 

The court ruled that while depositions 
could be admitted, the report of the 
Congressional Commission and _ the 
Presidént’s comments thereon in his 
message to Congress are barred, as 
being merely the conclusions of. those 
by whom they were prepared and 
based on the testimony taken. The de- 
cision opens the door for the introduc- 
tion of a great mass of printed matter 
and the reading of depositions will 
probably occupy many days. 


TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH. 
A Novel Combination to Be Effected 


at San Francisca. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.)

On account of the breaking of a big 
fiy-wheel in the power-house of the Los

ANOTHER JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 


Payment Must Be Made for. Goods 
Sold. 


The Supreme Court yesterday sent 
down a decision affirming the judgment 
of the lower court and the order de- 
nying a new trial in the case of D. O, 
McCarthy vs. ‘Mount Tecarte Land 
and Water Company. Mr. McCarthy 
sued on a claim assigned to him by 
the firm of J. Harvey McCarthy & 
Co., which sold and delivered to the 
defendant goods to the amount of 
$2500. The interest of the firm in this} 
claim and account had been assigned | 
on November 24, 1891, and afterwards 
the defendant paid $250 on account. 
Judgment was asked for the unpaid 
amount, with interest, and the court] 
found in accordance with the com- 
plaint that goods of the value of $2500 
had been delivered and that $250 and |’ 
no more had been paid on account. 

In 1892, a year after the assignment 
of this claim, there was a settiement 
between the firm of J. Harvey Mc- 
Carthy & Co. and the defendant, which 
settlement Mr. McCarthy thought em- 
braced only the items in litigation in} 
another action. He did not examine 
the bills, and the defendant claimed 
that the receipt. which he gave for 
them embraced all the items here in 
controversy. The assignment, how- 
ever, was made before this settlement 
and under these circumstances a set- 
tlement with J. Harvey McCarthy 
would not relieve the defendant from 
liability for a debt previously trans- 
ferred to the plaintiff. 

On December 15, 1894, the defendant 
made a demand on the plaintiff for a 
bill. of. particulars. Six days _after- 
ward the bill was served. Upon't 
trial the defendant objected to the re- 
ception of any evidence upon the}

CALIFORNIA’S GOLD PRODUCT. 
Eastern papers are commenting on the 
statement that Colorado has got ahead 
of California in the production of 
gold for the year 1895. The = figures 
given for Colorado are $17,340,495, which 
is $2,000,000 difference in excess of pre- 
vious estimate, ; 

The San Francisco Chronicle does not 
} believe that these figures are correct, 
and sees in them a further attempt to 
increase the remarkable boom which 
Colorado is at present enjoying in the 
East. The eastern papers, in comment- 
ing upon the supposed backwurdness 
of California, also state that’ there 
have been new developments during 
the past few years, and intimate that 
gold mining here has almost given out, 
since the courts suppressed the hy- 
draulic system of mining. 

This is far from being the case. On 
the contrary, there never was a time, 
since the early days, wheh more activ- 
ity was shown in gold-mining in 
California. Mining operations are be- 
ing pursued in two-thirds of the coun- 
ties, and in one mine in the northern 
part of the State 2000 men are em- 
ployed. From the present outlook the 
gold product of California will be very 
largely increased during the coming 
year. 


COMMERCIAL, 


THE ORANGE SITUATION. Very 
gloomy reports come in from the or- 
ange-growing: districts. The extent of 


closing days of the year is beginning 
_to be apparent and it is much heavier 
than was at first supposed or reported, 
One report from Pomona estimates the 
loss by frost at three-fourths of the 
crop on the lower.lands, and another 
estimate from Riverside, gives’ the 
probable shipments from that place for 
the season at 1000 carloads less than it 
was expected would be sent forward. 
Even supposing that these estimates 
of loss are exaggerated, there-is no 
doubt that the damage has been severe. 

It is a most unfortunate thing for 
the growers, just at this time, when 
every one was expecting a first-class 
trade, owing to the destruction of the 


the loss is being still further exagger- 
ated in: the East. As mentioned in 
The Times yesterday, one trade cir- 
cular received refers to the frost in 
Southern. California. as similar to that 
“which visited Florida. recently. 
would mean that not only all the or- 
anges. are destroyed, but most of the 
trees 
port will travel more rapidly than a 
correction can follow it. Eastern deal- 
ers are already warning their custom- 
ers to look out for frozen oranges 
California,.so that, altogether, 
the eutlook is by no means a bright 
one. 

To, further complicate the situation 
there is considerable dissatisfaction 
just now in regard to the manner in 
which the Southern California ex- 
changes are handling the orange crop. 
It is claimed that the market at some 
points has been demoralized by auc- 
Kt held by the agent of the ex- 
change, and that bad judgment has 
been shown in distributing the fruit, 
an instance being given where a dozen 
cars of fruit were sent to one small 
place which could not possibly con- 
sume: any such amount. 

The orange-growers of Southern Cal- 
ifornia are certainly experiencing a 
streak of hard luck. It was generally 
anticipated that the present season 
would prove a red-letter one in the his- 
tory of the orange business, permitting 
the growers to recoup themselves for 
theelosses which many have experi- 
enced during the past few years. Now 
comes the frost to dash their hopes, 
and the prospect of a demoralized east- 
ern market behind it. 

The lesson taught by the frost of 
December is that which has been 
preached over and over again in The 
Times, namely, that Southern Califor- 
nia which we are in the habit of re- 
ferring to as the “home of the orange,” 
is really on the northern edge of the 
true citrus belt that extends through 
Mexico and Central America... The area 
of territory, even in the seven southern 
counties, within which it is safe to 
grow citrus fruits as a commercial en- 
terprise, is really quite timited—much 
more limited than most of us are 
in the habit of supposing. In fact, the 
safe area of citrus culture in Southern 
California is really confined to those 
stretches of land known as “frostless 
belts,’”’ not because they are absolutely 
free from frost, but because there is 
so little frost that delicate winter veg- 
etables are seldom insured. On such 
land citrus fruits may be raised with 
absolute safety, but, as we all know, 
the area of such land is quite limited, 
and is cheap at $300 an acre, with water. 

During the past ten years the ex- 
agegerated reports of the profits of cr- 
ange-growing which have been spread 
abroad in the papers, aided by misrep- 
resentations on the part of real estate 
dealers, have combined to push the 
orange-growing section far outside of 
the safety line. In some sections, such 
as the lower portions of Riverside, or- 
anges have been planted on land that 
is touched by frost almost every vear. 
In the case of Riverside the mistake 
was excusable. because at the time 
when that settlement was laid out the 
orange industry was comparatively 
new in this section, but it might have 
been supposed that later-cOmers would 
have shown more wisdom. 

The lessons of the past few years 
will not be lost. It is probable that 
the territory in Southern California 
cevoted to orange-growing will increas> 
slowly during the next few years, if, 
indeed, it does not diminish, as people 
find out that they are trying to raise 
‘citrus fruit on land that nature never 
intended for such a purpose. 


A PECULIAR CIRCULAR. Messrs. 
J. H. Sheward & Co. agents at Ralti- 
more of the Southern California Fruit 
Exchange, have issued a circular to the 
fruit-dealers of that city, reading as 
follows: 

“We are handling a great many na- 
vel oranges, and expect to be selling 
three or four carloads at each of our 
sales, which take place Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday of each week. 
The fruit will be sold at market prices 
and you can certainly buy cheaper 
than f.o.b. California. We would be 
glad to have your support, and guaran- 
tee you a fair and square deal. To- 
morrow we sell 1000 boxes of different 
brands, including one car fancy San 
Bernardino Company packing; expect 
prioee to rule from $1.75 to $2.70 for the 

est.’’ 

This circular would appear to be 
more in the interests of the buyers 
than of the growers. It is difficult to 
see how the exchange can reconcile the 
statements it contains with the objects 
for which it was called into existence. 


DRIED FRUIT SALE... the 
market for dried fruits in the East has 
been in a depressed condition is gen- 
erally well known. Théré are two 
principal causes for this. One is that 
a large proportion of the dried fruit 
shipped from California was of low 
grade; the second was the unusually 
heavy apple crop in the Eastern 
States last season. Exportations of 
apples were lighter than usual, the 
result was most of the crop stayed 
at home and sold at very low prices. 
At lower prices eastern people will 
give the preference to fresh apples 
over dried fruit. 

Low as prices for dried fruits are 
they are likely to go _ still lower.

TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 
During the recent war excitement at- 
tention has been frequently called in 
the press to the fact that in a war 
Great Britain would find it extremely. 
difficult to get along without the sup- 
plies which she now imports from the 
United States. This is true, but, as a 
Kansas City paper points out, the loss 
would not be entirely on one side. For 
several years past our trade exports of 
products to foreign countries have 
ranged in value from $830,000,000. to 
$1,015,000,000, of which Great Britain 
takes about one-half, chiefly food stuffs 
and cotton. In 1893 England imported 
$421,134,000 out of our total exports of 
$831,000,000, or more than _ one-half, 
which is about the average proportion.

POMONA, Jan. 15.—(Regular Corre- 

spondence.) Between 1400 and 1500 peo- 

ple came to Pomona today on the 

Southern Pacific Railroad excursion 

from Los Angeles and Pasadena, and 

400 more people came by the Santa Fé 

Railroad to North Pomona. Notwith-

seles newspapers had repeatedly 
said in the last week that the ex- 
cursion would be very large, probably 
over 1000 people, no one here believed 
it would be more than a few hundred 
people at the outside.

STRICKEN WITH DIPHTHERIA. 


A Little House Blocks a Big Rail- 
road—Costs Twelve Cents a Meal 
to Feed City Prisoners—Wants 

Damages Because His Horse 
Shied. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 15.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Last night a physician 
was summoned to the home of Mr. and 
|Mrs. Victor Rouchleau, in Arlington. 
A description of the symptoms satisfied 
the physician that it was a case of 
diphtheria, and his practice was such 
that he could not attend the case with: 
justice to other patients. He arranged 
with another physician, but there was 
a delay of a few hours. When the 
other physician reached the house at 
an early hour this morning, it was 
found that Charlotte Belle Rouchleau, 
aged 2% years, was dead, while in the 
same house were five other children 
with diphtheria fully developed. Two 
other children in the family had not 
yet been attacked with the disease. 
Two days before several of the children 
were in attendance at the Arlington 
school, the parents knowing them to 
have throat trouble, but not realizing 
the gravity of the disease. This has a 
tendency to cause consternation in 
Arlington and the public schools will 
probably be ordered closed at once and 
extra precautions taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


How the Lack of Raim Affects 
Vegetation. 


The Weather Crop Bulletin of South- 
ern California, for the week ending 
Monday, January 13, as compiled by 
Observer: George E. Franklin, reports: 

Unseasonably warm weather prevailed 
the first part of the week, with very 
dry northerly winds, which intensified 
the continued drought, or rather the 
absence of the usual winter rains which 
generally are copious at this period of 
the year. The temperature greatly ex- 
ceeded the daily normais from the Sth 
to the 10th, and at Los Angeles, on the 
8th, the temperature was three degrees 
higher than any previously recorded 
during the first decade of January. The 
latter part of the weele was consider- 
ably cooler, with some clouds and light 
sprinkling rain on the morning of the 
13th in the Coast section. Dry weather 
is making feed scarce and prevents 
general plowing, though considerable 
dry plowing and seeding is being done 
in some localities. The warm weather 
was favorable tooranges, which ripened 
rapidly, but the lack of rain necessi- 
tates irrigation of orchards. 

San Luis Obispo county.— Musick: 
Dry weather is making feed short; cat- 
tle are looking fairly well; plowing is 
still progressing. Warm daysand frosty 
nights are the rule.

SEASON’S OUTLOOK. 


The clouds have rolled away, but the 
rain has not fallen, and some farmers 
are beginning to feel anxiety and to 
ask themselves what” shall we do if 
the rain does not come? But it is by 
no means too late for abundant rains. 
In some of the best seasons that we 
have known there was little rain un- 
til the latter part of January, and then 
it fell in abundance. Seed was sown 
and harvests ripened in. due time, and 
agricultural affairs were everywhere 


great a bugbear for this section of Cali- 
fornia, even if it should come, as it 
was formerly, for our system of irriga- 
tion is so extensive that we are not 
as dependent as we once were upon the 
early and later rains. Our irrigating 
ditches do duty for the clouds, and the 
water for their supply has never yet 
failed us. We can fall back upon them 
with a sense of security that is com- 
forting, and with the hope of sufficient. 
harvests to prevent suffering and 
want. 

To be sure we would all rejoice to 
see the clouds gather and the rain de-. 
-scend, but it is not late enough to be 
discouraged, or to croak loudly about 
the certainty of a dry year. Not since 
'T7 have we had a thoroughly dry year, 
and yet every year since then that the 
rain was.a little late the croakers have 
set up their cry and predicted all the 
ills that accompany a severe drought, 
but which have not, once fallen to our 
lot. 

So let us take heart of grace and 
wait for the coming of the rain. -But 
if it should not come we shall survive 
the failure, and Southern California 
will turn her waters into irrigating 
ditches until thousands of acres shall 
smile with abundant growth, and 
teem with their ripened harvests. We 
shall not be seriously hindered in our 
progress and prosperity in such event, 
and Nature would eventually recom- 
pense for any loss that might be ours. 

The land sometimes needs rest, and 
harvests are always more abundant 
after it. Things go on according to 
fixed laws, and better laws, too, than 
we could make. So let us wait without 
fear, and probably one of these morn- 
ings we shall waken to hear the patter 
of the rain upon the roof and be 
ashamed of our unnecessary fears.

Continuing in the delineation of his 
emotions on reading the Venezuelan

Of course not. The Monroe doctrine 
and the precise geographical position 
of Venezuela be—blowed! The chief, 
and in fact the paramount issue is as 
to whether William. Dean Howells, 
after having felt a resurgence of in- 
dignation, can in any manner be in- 
duced to reconsider his decision not to 
support the government in ¢ase of war 
with Great Britain. Upon this great 
and vital issue, it is not too much to 
say, hangs the destiny of the republic. 


the four relative pronouns in President 
Cleveland’s message can be expunged 
or recalled. If that could be done the 
problem would be greatly simplified. 
But they have gone—or are about to 
go—thundering down the ages, and 
nothing can stop them. Possibly, how- 
ever, the situation is not absolutely 
without hope. There may be a bare 
possibility—we do not say there is 
such a possibility, but there may be— 
that Mr. Howells is not wholly ob- 
durate. If the 69,999,999 individuals 
who comprise our population (exclu- 
sive of Mr. Howells) were to unite in 
a petition imploring him, for the sake 
of his country, for the sake of its 
glorious past’ and its magnificent 
future, to exercise his broadest charity 
by overlooking the four relative pro- 
nouns so obnoxious to him in _ the 
President’s message, and agree to join 
his fellow-citizens in the common de- 
fense, if necessary—perhaps, if such 
a petition were presented to Mr. How- 
ells, signed by the entire population, 
he might be induced to reconsider his 
determination; at least to; the extent 
of pledging himself not to give aid and 
comfort to the enemy, in the event of 
actual hostilities. 

The experiment would obviously be 
worth trying. For we ought to present 
a solid front to the foe, if worse comes 
to worst. We ought to be a united peo- 
ple. And what could be more disas- 
trous to our cau# than the lack of ac- 
tive sympathy and aid from William 
Dean Howells? Not to mention the 
appalling possibility that he might 
turn in and help the enemy! 

It is, therefore, perfectly plain that 
the sympathy and co-operation of Wil- 
liam Dean Howells must be secured at 


any cost. How to secure it is the para- 


mount problem, since those objection- 
able pronouns cannot be recalled. It 
is clear to any unbiased mind that 
there should be no unnecessary delay 
in this matter. For so soon as Lord 
Salisbury learns of the position as- 
sumed by Mr. Howells,’a more belli- 
cose attitude on the part of Great Brit- 
ain may be confidently anticipated. The 
Venezuelan dispute at the present time 
presents a rather pacific hase.

County Offices, 


Report of Remaining Offices to 
“Be Submitted Later. 


Eight-hour System Recommended 
for Clerks and Deputies—Sug- 
gestion that the Coroner’s 
_ Office Be in Courthouse. 


The grand jury made a partial re- 
port on Tuesday, which was made pub- 
lic yesterday. The report deals only 
with the county offices, and so far no 
serious charge seems to have been made 
against anyone. The report was ad- 


dressed to Judge Smith, and is as fol- 
lows: 


“The grand jury, acting undet your 
instructions, has made due investiga- 
tion of the matters pertaining to the 
county business, and beg leave to pre- 
sent the following partial report: We 
recognize that political influence is too 
often the cause of appointment to pub- 
lic office, and would suggest that réal 
capability and merit be made the es- 
sential test of appointment and reten- 
tion in the employ of the county. 

“As-a result of our labors, we would. 
recommend a closer surveillanee of 
their subordinates by the heads of de- 
partments. Such _ surveillance might 
remove temptation to commit crime 
from those who practically have the 
care of the county business. 

“The result of our examinations in 
a portion of the county offices is here- 
with presented {n detail, and of the 
remaining offices will be presented in 
a jJater report. 

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


“The position of Supervisors of this 
county is one of great trust and re- 
sponsibility; the powers of the Board 
of Supervisors are great, and the ex- 
pense of the county machinery enor- 
mous. The salaries and many other 
claims are paid direct by the Treasu- 
‘rer on the warrant drawn by the 
Auditor, and do not enter this report. 
Yet there were 14,412 claims and de- 
mands passed upon and allowed by the 
board from June 1, 1894, to June 30, 
1895, amounting to $515,947.03. Quite a 
number of. clerical errors were found 
in auditing these bills, but. mostly of 
only small amounts. The only irregu- 
larities we discovered were in the 
meat bills for county institutions, 
where in..certain. cases meats. were 
for from 6 to 10 cents per pound, 
“although the—contract.price was only 
5 cents, and a charge for a coroner’s 
ledger of $18, when the contract price 
was only $9. 3 

‘The board allows county officers ad- 
ditional clerical assistance from time 
to time at stated salaries, yet in no 
case is the time of work specified. We 
are reliably informed that the clerks 
as a rule work only from 9 to 12 a.m, 
and 1 to 5 p.m., or seven hours a day. 
If this large number of clerks and 
deputies worked eight hours per day, 
quite a saving could be made to tax- 
payers. We earnestly recommend the 
adoption of the eight-hour system, and 
ask the board to use its best efforts 
to see it enforced.

AUDITOR’S OFFICE. | 

We submit the result of our exam- 

ination of the books, vouchers and ac- 
counts of the County Auditor, which 
covers the period from June 1, 1894, 
to June _ 30, 1895, inclusive. The 
Auditor’s books show 
pléte and full record of the county’s 
business. Our investigation of the of- 
fice has been very full and exhaus- 
tive, embracing the checking of all 
the accounts and books throughout 
the various courses, resulting as fol- 
lows: All receipts of money and all 
disbursements may be performed only 
upon the authority of the Auditor, and 
the office of Auditor and Treasurer 
are a complete check upon each other 
in all matters pertaining to the reve- 
nue of the county. Only in the settle-:. 
ment with the State-is the Treasurer 
independent of the Auditor. This he | 
does through the State -Comptroller 
direct. 
The sources of authority upon which 
the Auditor is empowered to issue war- 
rants upon the Treasurer are as fol- 
lows: First—For the salaries of officers. 
Second—Warrants audited by _ the 
Board of Supervisors. Third—Upon 
requisition of the County Superintend- 
ent of Schools. Fourth—Upon the or- 
der of a judge of the Superior Court, 
or magistrate for reporter’s. services. 
Fifth—In payment of county or school 
ponds, or interest thereon. Sixth—In 
payment of orders drawn by the law 
library officials. 

Our examination covers all these de- 

artments. 

‘6 The total amount of disbursements 
by the Board of Supervisors was as 
follows: For June, 1894, $45,342.86, and 
for the year commencing June 1, 18%, 
and ending June 30, 1895, the amount 
was $505,871.38. On July 1, 1894, the 
Auditor’s books showed there was cn 
hand a balance of $479,666.41, and re- 
ceipts up to June 30, 1895,- aggregated 
$1,550,863.86; disbursements during the 
same time amounted to $1,529,002.96, 
leaving a balance on hand July 1, 1895, 
of $501,527.31. On June 30, 1895, there 
were outstanding warrants from the 
different funds amounting to $5461.07, 
This sum added to the Auditor's bal- 
ance of the same date of. $501,527.31 
gives the sum of $506,988.38, which 
agrees exactly with the Treasurer’s 
balance of that date. ‘ 

The following will show some of the 
disbursements of the county funds: We 
find it costs over $71,000 to collect the 
revenue for the year. The Depart- 
ment of Justice cost $149,471.61, For edy- 
cation there was expended the sum of 
$495.698.96: for charity_over $81,000; for 
roads $70,737.07. 

We find a balance in the treasury 
known as the Estate of Deceased Per- 
sons’ Fund, amounting to $1526.16,which 
we would recommend that the District 
Attorney look after with a view to 
turning over to the State. 

We find that the property owned by 
the county is estimated at $3,000,000 and 
the bonded -indebtedness: amounting t 
$919,500, the maturity of. the latest bont 
due being the year 1910, the rate of 
interest on bonds being from 4% to 
6 per cent. per annum. There is only

JURY REPORT

SHERIFF'S OFFICE. 

There was no evidence of any exami- 
nation having been made in this office 
subsequent to December, 1893. Our ex- 
amination covers the time from Decem- 
ber 1, 1893, to October 1, 1895. We find 
the fee-book and register are. well kept, 
with the exception of three slight er- 
rors which have since been corrected, 
It was impossible properly. to check to 
entries of expenditures with the re- 
ceipts takeri therefor, as such receipts 
were filed with those referring to State 
business, and those covering Sheriff's 
sales, etc. 

It is recomménded that. vouchers be 
preserved for all expenditures, and that 
they be so arranged that the pay- 
ments entered on the various books 
can be checked up, each book by it- 
self; that machine-numbered receipts 
be given forall. moneys taken in, and 
the stubs kept, separate books being 
used for the amounts. received in 
county, receivers’ and State mattrs. 

It is recommended that a cash-book 
be kept in connection with the present 
ledger accounts with insolvents, in or- 
dér that'a better check be had on the. 
funds handled in those cases. We find 
that there is unclaimed in the hands 
of ex-Sheriff J. C. Cline the sum of $50, 
paid to him by*various parties in small 
amounts, being an excess paid for the” 
expense and recording of certain. dacu- 
ments over and above the actual. cost; 
we find, also, that under similar cir- 


cumstances there is in the hands of], 


the present Sheriff, Mr. Burr, the sum 
of $29.95. We suggest that this money 
be refunded to the parties having paid 
it; or upon failure to find such parties, 
turned ever to the Connty Treasurer. 
A list of. the parties entitled to these 
moneyshas_heen placed in the hands 
of the District Attorney. 

“DPISTRICT ATTORNEY. | 

This office handles no county funds. 
We find, however, such an increase of 
business for the past year coming un- 
der the charge of this office, that it re- 
quires the services of more - deputies 
than the law contemplates, and we are 
informed that the force is unable to 
attend to all the matters brought be- 
fore them, and it is frequently neces- 
sary to employ outside attorneys to 
conduct cases requiring immediate at- 
tention. We find quite a number. of 
overcharges have been paid, through 
oversight or neglect in using due care 
Yin the examination of the accounts re- 
quired by law to be brought before this 
office for indorsement. Therefore, we 
recommend that greater care should be 
taken before passing on such accounts. 

RECORDER’S OFFICE. 

Finding no evidence where a prior ex- 
amination ended, we arbitrarily fixed 
the time of our investigation from July 
1, 1894, to July 1, 1895. We report that 
the accounts, with the exception of a 
few slight and ‘unimportant errors, 
were found to be correct. That the 
system and management of the.office is 
good. Upon examination of records’ in 
the office we believe that the parties 
who are required by, law to furnish 
certificates of births, deaths and mar- 
riages are derelict in their duty, and 
we would suggest that the District At- 
torney take such steps as are necessary 
to compel a strict compliance with the 
law.

LAW LIBRARY. 

‘In our investigation covering a period 
between December 1; 1893, and Decem- 
ber 1, 1895, we find that through an er- 
ror in bookkeeping there was due the 
county from the librarian the sum of 


$14.21, Which has since been paid. The |. 


examination was made more difficult 
on account of the imperfect method of 
bookkeeping. We suggest that an im- 
provement might be made in this. re- 


spect. 
SURVEYOR. 
This office handles no county funds, 
so there were no books of receipts and 
expenditures to examine. We find a'| 
great increase in expenses in. the last 
three months, caused mainly in the 
making of new maps for the Assessor’s 
office. At present this charge is en- 
tered against the salary account, the 
proper proportion of which, at the end 
of six months, is to be transferred, as 
expenses of the Assessor’s office. These 
maps are quite expensive, the paper 
alone costing $800 for 4,000 sheets, and 
the labor thereon is estimated to cost 
$25,000 to $30,000 for the two years 
1895-96. The maps and blanks are 
made to run for four years, and by in- 
terleaving with similar blanks at times 
can be used for succeeding years. The 
present system of maps (having been in 
use since 1887) are badly defaced, many 
changes have been made in subdividing 
property,—to such an extent that er- 
rors have occurred in assessing suffi- 


for the cost of the new maps, We find 
the total salary and expenses, not in- 
cluding cost of maps, to be: July to 
December, 1894, $2,221.79; January to 
June, 1895, $2,059.78. 
CORONER’S OFFICE. 


The period covered by &hkis report is 
fifteen months, from July 1, 1894,* to 
October 1, 1895, inclusive. | We find 
that there has been no ¥ecerd ye pt of 
money or other valuablés fampd on the 
bodies of deceased persons“Up to Jan- 
uary 1, 1895. The law of March 10, 
1895, fixed the compensation of Cor- 
oner’s’ reporter at the sum of $150 per 
month. This law appears to have been 
overlooked until recently. This caused 
an overpayment in the case of Mr. 
Bridges up to August 3, 1895, of $68.10, 
and an apparent balance due Mr. Sum- 
merfield for the month of August, 1895, 
of $37.05. We believe that the office of 
the Coroner should be in the Court- 
house, for convenience, and more es- 
pecially that the schedule of distances 
adopted by the. Board of Supervisiors 
for computing mileage may-be used 


as a standard, as we find many’ in-| 


stances’ where excessive mileage has 
been charged. The records should show 
‘more fully where the services were per- 
formed, giving the distance, actual or 


approximate to the nearest center that’ 


appears in the official scale of distances. 
We find that there are on the Coroner’s 
books. sixty-two cases in which th 
office charges $10 and other costs per 
case which we believe are not legal 
charges against the county.” In many 
of these sixty-two cases the Coroner 
charged fees for 
swearing witnesses, when the records 
on file in: the. County Clerk’s office show 
that there were no such witnesses pres- 
ent, or testified. It is recommended that 
proper action be taken for the collection 
of all fllegal charges.
